Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-4, 6-11, 13-18, 20-21, 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kolozsvary (3534750). 

Kolozsvary (figure 4-6) shows a cover comprising a first segment (43, 47, 58, 50) having 
a longitudinal axis, an interior surface and having an arcuate exterior surface perpendicular to the 
length of the axis, the arcuate exterior surface of the first segment having at least one affixing 
member (83-84), a second segment (20) having a substantially flat surface, a plurality of ribs 
(51) disposed between and joined(does not require direct attachment) to the inner surface of the 
first segment and the substantially flat surface of the second segment, a plurality of attachment 
elements (45, 73) disposed (does not require direct attachment) on the ribs, the second segment is 
substantially rigid, the cover is substantially hollow, the first segment having an access opening 
(the space between the members 47, 43, 50), the second segment having an access opening 
(figure 6, the four holes on part 20 where an anchors go through). 

With respect to the limitations to the core and the method of usage thereof, the elected 
invention is to the cover only and the limitations to the cover are also fully met by the reference 
above, and the reference is able to function as claimed.
